The canning season is almost over 
but it is not too late to answer a few 
questions. Perhaps you would like to 
change your procedure for some things 
next year, 


1, Q. Are cloudy peas always a sign 
of spoilage? 

A. No, not necessar!!y, If there 
is no odor or other sign of spoilage, 
the cloudiness is probably due to over- 
processing or to using 


too mature 


peas 


2. Q. Why 
berries, 


do fruits, particularly 
float in the sealers? 

A. This may be due t» too heavy 
syrup Or to over-cooking 


3. Q. Why 
verted during cooking 

A. The weight of the food asrainst 
the lid may prevent a

Blade cultivating of stubble {mmed- 
jately after the combine is becoming 
widely practiced in Southern Alberta. 
Farmers quickly adopted this when 
they found in the following spring 
that such fields were less weedy and 
freer from wheatstem sawflies than 
uncultivated fields.

Many claims have been made that 
after-harvest cultivation 
moisture, There certain amount 
of truth in this statement but differ- 
ence in the depth of moisture on the 
various treated fields not 
standing. This is to be expected be- 
cause precipitation between harvest 
and freeze-up, usually, is not great in 
Southern Alberta, However, the pre 
vention of weed growth stops the loss 
of soil moisture even if the available 
supply is only small, The blade leaves 
the stubble standing and able to trap 
winter snow whereas one-way discing 
flattens and partially covers the stub 
ble. Again the blade leaves the 
surface in an absorbant condition 
While the understanded stubble often 
allows fall rains to run off. 

Fields fall bladed when the weather 
is hot and dry have shown a marked 
reduction in sawfly infestation the 
following year. This is because the 
stubs containing the sawfly larvae are 
winds, At the same time grasshoppers 
exposed to the drying action of hot 
are reduced by breaking egg pods and 
exposing eggs. 

In the past few years blade cultiva 
tors have been tested under a variety 
of soil and climate conditions with 
varying results, Where harvesting 
usually is one in hot dry weather, 
blading immidiately’ utter harvest re 
duced weeds and insect pests, facilit- 
ates the absorption of fall rains, and 
frequently results in increased yields.
